It 
is to these more theoretical sections 
that the student of geology who Is 
familiar with Professor Holmes's 
researches will turn first, to the 
sections dealing with the origin of 
igneous rocks, and with the building 
of the mountains of the earth. Hére 
he may consider that simplification 
has been carried dangerously far, 
for the conception that the reactions 
between apparently intrusive granite, 
and the rocks which surround 
it, have been brought about 
by a mysterious granitising fluid 
(of unexplained origin), “soak- 
ing” through the surrounding 
rocks, is egret om to the 
ecologist, and, perhaps, mislead- 
ing to the layman, here is no 
account of the formation of ore 
deposits, though pneumatolytic 
deposits give the clearest evidence 
for emanations of magmatic origin. 
A distinction is drawn between the 
movement of rock material by 


“flow” and by “ flowage,” but the 


shades of meaning that separate the 
words are not clear. 


The Birth of Continents 


By his research, Professor Holmes 
has shown that the heat of radio- 
active origin that develops in the 
earth’s crust must be dissipated in

tional currents in the substratum 
the most convenient way of liberat- 
ing the heat. These currents he 
further employs to bring about the 
drifting of continents and the 
building of mountains. But the 
student of geology will not be 
easily convinced that two large con- 
tinents did survive till Mesozoic 


‘land Tertiary times, and were then 


broken up by a “coincidence” as 
likely to have occurred then as at 
any other time. One would think 
that the larger the continent, the 
greater the accumulation of heat 
below it, and the less its stability, 
and that it is unlikely that a con- 
tinent which had survived the dis- 
turbances of the Pre-Cambrian era 
would have succumbed to any 

combination of  circum- 
stances, 


But it is of interest to find matters 
of speculation as well as matters 
of observation dealt with in a 
general survey, and _ Professor 

olmes and his publishers are to 
be congratulated on a well-written 
and well-illustrated book, in clear 
type, free from misprints, on good 
paper and in a sturdy binding.

The Heart Consumed. By 
paw Askham.

Tails is a first novel by an author 
whose ability to write good prose

Unfortunately, Mr. Askham lets 
his imagination get the better of 
his story, and one is abruptly 
jolted from time to time with such 
pieces as this: 

The spirit of the square, who had 
once been Robert Devenish, at that 
particular moment in time was pass- 
ing the ice-cream barrow which 
stood at the corner of the street by 
the School of Medicine. 

Such passages mar a book and 
tend to confuse the story. It is 
only because Mr. Askham can 
write that. one hopes his next novel 
will contain less disorder. It should 
not be difficult. ,

A CANDLE

MORE years ago than I care fo 
remember, I picked up, in Ox- 
ford City, a small, grey-covered 
booklet, “Co-operation and 
Nationality,” written by A.E., and 
described as “ A Guide for Rural 
Reformers from this to the next 
Generation.” A few students at 
Oxford had started a co-operative 
group, under the inspiration of 
George Russell. The venture—like 
many undergraduate enthusi sms— 
did not last long, and this booklet 
was salvaged from the wreck. But 
the next generation is here now, 
and what A.E. had to say may in- 
terest it. 

“The thoughts of the world,” 
wrote A.E., “have been too much 
with the cities, and they have never 
sent out the missionaries of civilisa- 
tion into the country. Wealth has 
shot out its offshoots: here and there 
a villa, a castle, a palace; but these 
were rural exotics, and the country- 
men had no part in them. There 
has been no fine civilisation, no 
really well organised system of rural 
society.” 


“ Back to the Land ” 


A.E. spent many years. in 
travelling to remote corners of the 
country on his bicycle, meeting 
farmers in draughty schoolrooms, 
discussing their problems, and teach- 
ing them the value of mutual aid, 
From this experience and much 
study he arrived at definite ideas 
of what was wrong. The lack of 
real village life, the dismal 
country towns, the prevailing drab- 
mess and darkness, the harshness of 
rural life, all these things aroused 
his critical anger. He understood 
the drift from the land. “The 
world is spread out before the 
countryman, and in the competi- 
tion for population the life which 
is most attractive will win. We 
hear the cry of * Back to the Land’ 
continually, but for one who returns 
a thousand go away. The life 
which offers most, which seems 
most intense and most alluring, 
wins.” 
So tar as the country town is 
concerned, A.E. had no illusions :— 
“Our small Irish country towns, in 
their external characteristics, are so 
arid and unlovely that one longs for 
a lodge in some vast wilderness as 
a relief from the unbearable mean- 
ness.” On the absence of intel- 
lectual life he was equally scathing. 
“Hardly a country town has a 
bookshop. Here and there you 
will find a yellow assortment of

small farmer's wife is a life of con- 
tinual labour indoors and out of 
doors. Many a young Irish girl 
must have looked on the wrinkled 
face and bent back and rheumatic 
limbs of her mother, and grown 
maddened in a sudden passion at 
the thought that her own fresh 
young life might end just like this, 
and must have made up her mind 
that life on an Irish farm was no 
life for her.” 

He was a prophet of rural 
civilisation, with technical and social 
advancement going on side by side.

The Lure of the City

There are libraries where all the 
knowledge of the world is to be 
learned, and theatres where all the 
gaicty in the heart of man or woman 
can be satiated... The day in the 
cities is busy and crow with 
activity. The night of the cities seems 
like a fairyland with the glitter of 
lights, and with the friendly people 
in the streets bent on pleasure, and 
the houses, too, seem built up to 
bigh heaven to those who know 
only the cabins and cottages; and, 
when the misty brilliance of lamps 
is diffused over the streets, the great 
buildings rise above them like 
imagined Babylon or many-templed 
Nineveh, All this allures the young 
country boy or girl coming from the 
fields. . .” 

Though he understood the appeal 
of the cities he did not despair of 
checking the flight from the land. 
“The miracle to be wrought,” he 
says, “is the creation of a rural 
civilisation. Civilisation implies some 
measure of luxury and comfort. It 
can only be attained when the com- 
munity is organised, and has 
strength to retain some surplus of 
wealth beyond what is required for 
the bare necessities of life.” A con-
